RATES ARE EXCESSIVE 





City Asked to Pay Twice as 
Much as Business Houses 
Are Charged. 


The combination of German newspa- 
pers, which have attempted te get con- 
tracts for city printing at exorbitant 
rates, will be subjected to a thorough 
investigation by members of the City 


Council next Tuesday. 

William H. Hauschulte, acting chair- 
man of the Council’s Committee on 
Ways and Means, told a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch Saturday that he will no- 
tify proprietors of the Abend Anzei- 
ger, Westliche Post and Amerika to ap- 
pear and explain the wide disparity 
between the charges made by English 
newspapers for doing city printing and 
the prices asked by the combination. 

Every member of the City Council will 
be. requested to attend the inquiry and 
participate in the cross-examination. 

Members of the City Council were as- 
tounded when their attention was called 
by the Post-Dispatch to the excessive 


by the German newspaper combination. 
The situation was discussed in the Coun- 
cil Chamber before the meeting Friday 
afternoon and all the members, save two, 
favored a searching investigation be— 
fore the bids reported by the City 
Register were passed upon. 

The Council wishes to know why the 
German paper submitting the lowest 
bid asks MORE THAN TWICE AS 
MUCH for the same amount of printing 
AS IS ASKED BY THE ENGLISH PA- 
PER submitting the lowest hid. 

Counci] Wants to Kuow Why. 

The Council wishes to know why the 

German papers bid prices from two to 


they. give to business houses that use a 


city does annually. ! 

The Council wishes to know why the 
German papers which accept advertise- 
ments to. be set in hand display type 
for from 2 to 4 cents a line, ask the 
city to pay from 7 to 10 cents a line 
for machine set. 

Acting Chairman William H. Hau- 
schulte of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which has before it the report 
of the City Register on the bids for ad- 
vertising, wishes information on these 
points. He will not report the bids to 
the Council until he is satisfied that he 
has obtained all the information essen- 
tial to a proper report. Julius Lesser, 
the chairman of the committee, is in 
letew York. William R. Moelimann is the 
third member of the committee. Messrs. 
Hauschulte and Moellmann discussed 
the charges that the German papers’ 
bids were excessive before the meeting 
of the Council Friday and agreed to de- 
lay reporting until a hearing had been 
held. 

What Members Think. 

MR. HAUSCHULTE said: “The 
chatges that the German papers are de- 
manding of the city an excessive rate 
for advertising should certainly be in- 
vestigated. I am glad that the Post- 
Dispatch has called our attention to the 
matter. We do not know anything 
about the justice of advertising rates 
and must depend upon the newspapers 
to furnish us -with the right informa- 
tion. I have been told that the in- 
creased rate is justified by the increased 
cost of white paper; but I observe that 
the Star-Chronicle bids 2.8 cents a line 
while the Republic, which held the con- 
tract last year, did the work for 2.9 
cents a line. I am aware that the cir- 
culation of German papers has declined, 
yet the cost to the city for advertising 
will be largely increased if the An- 
zeiger’s bid is accepted’ I de not knew 
what we can do, in view ef the fact 
that the Anzeiger and Westliche Post— 
two of the three competitors—are owned 
by the same company. I happen te 
know that the Amerika does not want 
ine advertising, as it would be com- 
pelled to increase its plant te handle 
the business, which next year might be 
lost. Nevertheless it is eur duty to in- 
vestigate the situation and a remedy 
may present itself. 

“Looks Like a Hold-Up.”

When the charter is revised the 
provision for German printing ghould be 
éliminated. 
Am Imperative Duty. 

COUNCILMAN ARTHUR T. FITZ- 
SIMMONS: I hold that an investigation 
of the subject of German printing is an 
imperative duty. I should be willing to 
introduce a resolution requesting a full 
inquiry. There seems to me to be no 
reason why the German. papers should 
get more money than English papers for 
a less amount of work and space. If 
the German newspapers have any ex- 
planation of the high prices which they 
demand of thé city for doing its print- 
ing, an investigation would give them 
an opportunity to justify themselves. 
There is no need of printing the city’s 
advertising in German, anyway, and a 
presentation of the facts to the taxpay- 
ers will have the additional advantage of 
crystallizing public sentiment so as to 
make a change in the charter easy. 

Cost of Translation. 

COUNCILMAN F. ERNEST CRAMER: 
The papers may be justified 
in —— prices. They have to 
béar the cost of translation; the Eng- 
lish papers tive no such items. In ad- 
dition to that, the cost of white paper 
has advanced by leaps and bounds. 1 
don't see that an inquiry is necessary. 
I don’t know that I favor one. Besides, 
what would be the gain if the rates of 
the German papers were found to be 
excessive? The charter obliger the city 
to have its advertising done in German. 
The German papers could simply insist 
on the figures they have named.

The Council should compel answers to these 
questions and bring out all the ‘facts of the com- 
bine. It should protect the city from a printing 
combine grab.

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Palace for Apostolic 
Delegation. 


One of the most recent gifts presented 
to the Pope because of his sacerdotdl 
jubilee year is that of a palace located 
in one of the most desirable quarters of 
Buenos Ayres. It was purchased by the 
Catholics of that city and the country 
for $300,000. A deed to the property was 
sent to the Pope, who wilt utilize it for 
the benefit of the apostolic delegation in 
the Argentine Republic, which has rent- 
ed quarters at a great expense. 

Another instance of gifts of this kind 
received by the. Holy See is the resi- 
dence of the apostolic delegate at Wash- 
ington. It is believed that this residence 
was purchased by a Catholic woman 
and given to the Pope. The Govern- 
ment of the Republic of: Colombia, in 
South America, placed at the disposal 
of the papal delegate there the mansiori 
which he now occupies at the capital, 
Santa de Bogota. — 

The Australian Emperor has expressed 
a desire to send a token of his faith, 
and it is understood ‘that his gift will 
take the form of a magnificent piece of 
ecclesiastical jewelry. The King of 
Spain has informed the Papal Nuncio 
at Madrid that he wishes to make a 
handsome present to the Pope. The 
German Emperor, although not a Cath- 
olic, will also send a gift to the Pope. 

Since the beatification of the venerable 
Mother Barat, foundress of the Order of 
the Sacred Heart, the Pope has proceed- 
ed to the decreeing of two more beatifi- 
cations, that of the Passionist nun, the 
venerable Gabriella Addolorata, and 
that of Father John Eudes, a famous 
French apostolic missionary and _ the 
founder of the Order of the Eudists. Of 

urse, the Pope’s present decrees need 

firmation in the shape of a formal 

tification ceremony, and this will 
take place in the Vatican Basilica with- 
in a few weeks. There are at least a 
hundred cases of beatification now 
pending before the Congregation of 
Rites, among which are those of Bishop 
Newman of Philadelphia and Pope Pius 
IX. The process is so slow and so care- 
ful that it will be a long time before 
all the cases have been disposed of. An 
encyclical letter is expected to be issued 
by the Pope to commemorate his jubilee 
year.

L. Marston, a well-known New 
York banker, who headed the syndicate 
which placed the $60,000,000 issue of 
bonds for the Gould Western Pacific, 
arrived in St. Louis Saturday from an 
inspection tour of all the Gould ralil- 
roads in the West and Southwest. 

Mr. Marston told a Post-Dispatch re- 
rorter at the Jefferson Hotel that in 
the course of an 8000-mile journey he 
paid particular attention to crop con- 
aitions. 

“The West was never more prosper- 
ous,” Mr. Marston said. “The farmers 
will have another big wheat crop, the 
indications at this time being better 
than they were a year ago.” 

Mr. Marston said that work on the 
Western Pacific is progressing rapidly 
and would be completed, probably, 
within a year. 

St. Louis business men are interested 
in the opening up of the Gould Western 
Pacifie line. 

It is pointed out that it will provide 
St. Louls with a direct line to the ka- 
cific Coast, and probably cut down the 
time of the journey between St. Louis 
and the Golden Gate from three and a 
half to three days.

an insane person. 

There is now approaching completion 
on the grounds of the Hudson River 
State Hospital for the Insane at Pough- 
keepsie a building in which the man or 
woman who, through nervous break- 
down or other causes, fears the approach 
of*madness, may place himself or herself 
under the care of eminent specialists 
without formality or fear of publicity. 

Under a Careful Watch, 

A simple statement by the applicant, 
that there is a fear of a lesion some- 
where in the mental fabric, will be the 
only requirement for admission. Once 
in the hospital the patient will be 
watched constantly and carefully, and 
the most approved treatment for the 
symptoms will be applied. 

Should it prove the applicant's fears 
are unfounded, he will be discharged 
without any more formality than attend- 
ed his entrance.

The Mayor's View. 

“With all due respect to newspapers 
and newspaper reporters, there are two 
sides to every public question,’ re- 
plied the Mayor.
